States in 1907, according to estim ates! 
in the census bureau’s report now i 
being printed. This shows that in the I 
five years of 1902 to 1907 the use of j 
the telephone in the United States 
more than doubled, to be exact 
in­ 
creased 124 per cent. 
This huge increase was accompa­ 
nied by an astonishing growth in the 
telephone industry and a wonderful 
ramification of telephone wires in ev­ 
ery part of the country. The miles 
ol telephone wire in use in 1907 were 
12,999,369 or over one and a half 
times the 4,900,451 miles strung in 
1902. 
The 
number of employes of 
telephone companies nearly doubled 
in five years. The average number of 
wage-earners in 1902 was 64 6*8 • in 
1907, 118,871. 


The capital stock and funded debt 
of the telephone companies outstand­ 
ing in 1902 was $248,031,058, while 
five years later it was $814,616,004, 
an increase of 134 per cent. More 
striking 
was 
the 
increase 
in 
the 
earnings of the companies. In 1902 
they 
reported 
incomes 
aggregating 
$S6,825,g36; in 1907 this total revenue 
had swelled to $184,461,747. The in­ 
crease in 
revenue

112.5 per cent. But the increase in 
operating expenses and fixed charges 
during the five year period was but 
108.4 per cent, from $61,652,823 in 
1902 to $118,486,196 in 1907. This does 
not include the interest on the fund­ 
ed debt which increased 250.7 per 
cent in the same period, from $3,000,- 
000 to $12,000,000. 
How 
the telephone business has 
out-stripped the telegraph is shown 
by 1907 figures, which state that in 
that year out of 14.500.000 miles of 
wire In use, 89 per cent was for 
telephones and ll per cent for the 
telegraph business.

Washington, June 23—There were 


more than 
11,000,000,000 
conversa- 


tions by telephone 
in 
the 
United 


States in 1907, according to estimates 
| in the census bureau's report now 
being printed. This shows that in the 
five years of 1902 to 1907 the use of 
the telephone in the United States 
more than doubled, to be exact, in- 
creased 124 per cent. 


This huge increase was accompa- 


nied by an astonishing growth in the 
telephone industry and a wonderful 
ramification of telephone wires in ev- 
ery part of the country. The miles 
of telephone wire in use in 1907 were 
12,999,309 or over one and a half 
times the 4,900,451 miles strung in 
1902. The number of employes of 
telephone companies nearly doubled 
in five years. The average number of 
wage-earners in 1902 was 64,628- in 
1907, 
llf.,871. 


The capital stock and funded debt 


of the telephone companies outstand- 
ing in 1902 was $348,031,058, while 
five years later it was $814,616,004, 
an increase of 134 per cent. More 
striking was the increase 
in the 


earnings of the companies. In 1902 
they reported 
incomes aggregating 


$86,825,g36; in 1907 this total revenue 
had swelled to $184,461,747. The in- 
crease in 
revenue 
was 
therefore 


112.5 per cent. But the increase in 
operating expenses and fixed charges 
during the five year period was but 
108.4 per cent, from $61,652,823 in 
1902 to $118,486,196 in 1907. This does

tions by telephone 
in

States in 1907, according to estimates 
in the census bureau's report now 
being printed. This shows that in the 
five years of 1902 to 1907 the use of 
the telephone in the United States 
more than doubled, to be exact, in- 
creased 124 per cent. 


This huge increase was accompa- 


nied by an astonishing growth in the 
telephone industry and a wonderful 
ramification of telephone wires in ev- 
ery part of the country. The miles 
ol telephone wire in use in 1907 were 
12,999,309 or over one and a half 
times the 4,900,451 miles strung in 
1902. 
The number of employes of 


telephone companies nearly doubled 
in five years. The average number of 
wage-earners in 1902 was 64,628; in 
1907, 
llfc,871. 


The capital stock and funded debt 


of the telephone companies outstand- 
ing in 1902 was $348,031,058, while 
five years later it was $814,616,004, 
an increase of 134 per cent. More 
striking was the increase in the 
earnings of the companies. In 1902 
they 
reported 
incomes aggregating 


$«6,825,g36; in 1907 this total revenue 
had swelled to ?184,461,747. The in- 
crease in 
revenue 
was 
therefore 


112.5 per cent. But the increase in 
operating expenses and fixed charges 
during the five year period was but 
108.4 
per cent, from $61,652,823 in 


1902 
to $118,486,196 in 1907. This does 


not include the interest on the fund- 
ed debt which increased 250.7 per 
cent in the same period, trom $3,000,- 
000 to $12,000,000. 


How the telephone business has 


out-stripped the telegraph is shown 
by 1907 figures, which state that in 
that year out of 14,500,000 miles of 
wire in i:se, S9 per cent was for 
telephones and 11 per cent for the 
telegraph business.
